8-R.O. MS. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 80^ 
of the constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating the 1 
method of recruitment to Class III Non-Gazetted (Cinema Operator Grade II) 
posts in the lower formations of the Ministry of Defence, namely:— 

L Short title and co*mn«**oemeni— (1) Thews rules may be called the Ministry 
of Defence (Cinema Operator Grade ILClvilian) Recruitment Rules, 1970. 

(2) They shall coma Into force on the date of their publication In the Official 
Gazette. 


2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the posts specified In column 1 of 
the Schedule annexed hereto. 


3. Number of pests, their classification and scale of pay,— The number of the 
said posts, their classification and the scale of pay attached thereto shall be m 
specified In columns 2 and 4 of the said Schedule. ' ^ 

4- Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications. — The method of 
recruitment to the said posts, age limit, qualifications and other matters connected 
therewith shall be as specified In columns 6 to 1® of the Schedule aforesaid: 

Provided that the upper age limit specified for direct recruitment may be re- 
laxed In the case of candidates belonging to Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes 
and other special categories of persons in accordance with the general orderr- 
Issued, from time to time, by the Central Government 

5. Disqualification. — No person: — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having 

a spouse living or 

(b) who having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage 

with any person, 

sherll be eligible for appointment to service: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage la 
permissible under the personal law applicable to such person and the other party 
to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any petsoh from 
the operation of this rule. 
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0. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it isi 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or cate- 
gory of persons.

S.R.O. 275. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to Article 

309 of the Constitution, the President hereby mafces the following rules to amend 
the Military Lands and Cantonments Service (Class III and Class IV) Recruitment 
Rules, 1966 published with the notification of the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Defence No. SRO 169 dated the 6th August 1966, namely: — 

1, (1) These Rules may be called the Military Lands and Cantonments Service 
(Class III and Class IV) Recruitment (Amendment) Rules, 1970. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette, 

2, In the Military Lands and Cantonments Service (Class III and Class IV) 
Recruitment Rules, 1966, for the rule 4, the following rule shall be substituted, 
nemely: — 

“4. Disqualifications. — (a) No person; 

(I) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having 

a spouse living, or 

(II) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a mar- 

riage with any person, shall be eligible for appointment to any of 
the posts. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage 
is permissible under the personal law applicable to such person and the other 
party to the marriage, and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule”.

S.R.O. 276, — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 
309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules further 
to amend the General Provident Fund (Defence Services) Rules, 1960, namely: — 

1 . ( 1 ) These Rules may be called the General Provident Fund (Defence Ser- 
vices) Amendment Rules, 1971. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. In rule 32 of the Genera) Provident Fund (Defence Services) Rules, 1960, 
for the proviso, the following proviso shall be substituted, namely: — 

“Provided that the subscriber, if he returns to duty, shall, except where the 
Government decided otherwise, repay to the fund, for credit to his 
account the whole or part of any amount paid to him from the Fund 
in pursuance of this rule with interest thereon at the rate provided 
in rule 11 in cash or securities or partly in cash and partly in securi- 
ties, by instalments or otherwise, by recovery from his emoluments or 
otherwise, as may be directed by the authority competent to sanction 
an advance for the grant of which, special reasons are required un- 
der sub-rule ( 2 ) of rule 12 ."
